Demystifying Homo- 
sexuality: А Teacher's 
Source Book About Lesbians 
and Gay Men will be avail- 
able from Irvington Publishers 
Inc. of New York, this fall. 
The book has been produced by 
the Human Rights Foundation of 
San Francisco. 

The text vrovides curr- 
iculum material as well as in- 
depth information about homo- 
sexuality and the concerns, 
life-styles and sexuality of 
gay men and lesbians. А pre- 
liminary edition of the book, 
Lesbian and Gay Male Life- 
styles and Sexuality, was ого- 
duced in 1980 ith a 510,029 
grant from the Columbia Found- 
ation. It vas tested exten- 
sively in California schools. 

Executive director of the 
Human Pights Foundation, Jose 
Gomez beleives the source боох, 
the only »ublication of its 
kind in the united states, twill 
fill a great educational void." 
gomez said that many teachers 
recognize the need to include 
material about homosexuality in 
their ciasses, but "most do not 
do 52 — either because they 
are uncertain about how to ар- 
proach the topic."

IN THE PAST, BGLA HAS HAD SOME DIFFICULTY MEETING 
ITS VERY MODEST EXPENSES. RECENTLY, HOWEVER, DUE TO THE 
EFFORTS OF SOME COMMUNITY MEMBERS AND AN IMPORTANT 
COMMITMENT FROM INTEGRITY OF BLOOMINGTON, THIS “HAS 
CHANGED. IN FACT, FOR THE FIRST TIME IN SEVERAL YEARS 
WE BEGIN A SCHOOL YEAR WITH OUR MAJOR UPCOMING BILLS 
ALREADY COVERED. 

THE MAIN COSTS DERIVE FROM THE GAY AND LESBIAN 
SWITCHBOARD. WE PAY A YEARLY RENTAL OF $55 FOR AN 
OFFICE IN THE INDIANA MEMORIAL UNION AND $33 A MONTH 
FOR THE TELEPHONE. THIS SPRING WE WERE HAVING PROBLEMS 
KEEPING UP WITH THE PHONE BILLS. IN MAY INTEGRITY 
VOTED TO GIVE THE REFRESHMENTS DONATIONS FROM ITS FIRST 
MONDAY MEETING TO THE SWITCHBOARD. ABOUT $20 IS COLLECT- 
ED EACH MONTH. 

THE PRIDE WEEK COMMITTEE RAISED OVER $50 FROM THE 
SALE OF LAST YEAR'S REMAINING T-SHIRTS. IN ADDITION, 
BGLA HELC A LAVENDER ELEPHANT SALE ON AUGUST 7 WHICH 
NETTED $105. AS A RESULT OF THESE EFFORTS OUR RENT 
WILL BE PAID ON TIME THIS YEAR AND SEED MONEY FOR 
DANCES AND OTHER EVENTS THIS FALL IS STARTING TO 
ACCUMULATE.

ONE NIGHT IN AUGUST OF LAST YEAR, I SAT IN MY BIG 
AND LONELY HOUSE, FEELING SORRY FOR MYSELF. I THOUGHT 
ABOUT THE PAST SEVEN YEARS OF MY LIFE AND HOW DIFFICULT 
THEY HAD BEEN. BUT THE PERIOO OF QUESTIONING MY SEX- 
UALITY WAS FINALLY OVER AND I COULD CALL MYSELF GAY 
WITHOUT BREAKING OUT INTO A COLD SWEAT. "THERE ARE 
CERTAINLY WORSE THINGS IN THE WORLD THAN BEING GAY," 

1 TOLD MYSELF. 50, HERE I WAS, A GAY 17 YEAR OLD ABOUT 
TO START MY SENIOR YEAR OF HIGH SCHOOL, AND 1 WAS SCARED 
AND VERY LONELY. "WHERE DOES ONE GO TO MEET OTHER 
GAYS," I WONDERED. SEVERAL SLEAZY LOCALES CAME TO MIND. 
I DIDN'T WANT ANONYMOUS SEX. 1 COULDN'T HANDLE THAT. 

I JUST NEEDED TO TALK TO SOMEBODY. 

SOMEHOW, IS SUPPOSE OUT OF DESPERATION, I GOT UP THE 
NERVE TO CALL THE GAY/LESBIAN SWITCHBOARD, THE PHONE 
RANG TWICE, A MALE VOICE ANSWERED, AND ] HUNG UP. MY 
HEART WAS DOING ABOUT 80 MPH BY THIS TIME. 1 CALLED 
BACK THOUGH, AND HAD AN EXCELLENT CONVERSATION WITH A 
MAN NAMED FRITZ. HE INFORMED ME THAT THERE HAD BEEN 
A LOT OF TALK ABOUT STARTING A GAY YOUTH GROUP BECAUSE 
THE SWITCHBOARD APPARENTLY RECEIVES LOTS OF CALLS FROM 
HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS. "WOULD YOU BE INTERESTED IN 
STARTING ONE," HE ASKED. I ANSWERED, "AS LONG AS I 
DON'T HAVE ТО DO ANYTHING." AND WE SET THE DATE OF THE 
FIRST MEETING FOR SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 27, 1981. 

WE ALL MET EVERY OTHER SUNDAY AT FRITZ'S HOUSE 
AND DISCUSSED SUCH THINGS AS THE GAY STEREOTYPE, 
RELATIONSHIPS, COMING OUT, AND HIGH SCHOOL ATTITUDES 
ABOUT GAYS. 

THE GROUP HAS HELPED ME OUT TREMENDOUSLY. I'M 
FEELING BETTER ABOUT MYSELF THAN EVEN BEFORE. NO ONE 
SHOULD HAVE TO GO THROUGH A SEXUAL IDENTITY CRISIS 
ALONE, 

WHY DON'T YOU COME TO THE BLOOMINGTON GAY/LESBIAN 
YOUTH GROUP? IT'S OPEN TO ANYONE, MALE OR FEMALE, 

21 YEARS OLD AND UNDER. OUR FIRST MEETING THIS 
YEAR WILL BE ON SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 12. FOR MORE

"IASHINGTO!I-—— Both the 
Gay Rights National Loboy (G2NL) 
and the National Gay Task Force 
(NSTF) have been accented into 
the Leadership ^onference on 
Civil Rights, a coalition of 
labor, religious, minority and 
women's grou»s, 

The decision to admit the 
two organizations reverses 
earlier rejecticns of gey and 
lesbian organizations. NGTF ‘ne 
tially anolied for membershis 
approximately five years ago. 

According t5 the executive 
director of SPNL, Steven -ndean 
the two gay organizations леге 
3unoorted in their bid for mem- 
bership by both the Catholic 
‘onference and the AFL-CIO, 
“hile some (organizations in 
the conference) may have mise 
Rivings about lifestyle," n- 
dean said, "there is a growing 
understanding that fair housing 
and employment legislation for 
iesbians and gay men is consis- 
tent with the best civil rights 
tradition.” 

NGTF director of civil rights 
advocacy, Mel Boozer, termed 
the development "an excellent 
o»rortunity to educate (other 
civil rights groups) on the im- 
nortance of including 'sex- 
ual orientation’ in the list of 
Civil rights." 


Gay Democrats Meet 


MICHAEL STOTLER,A GAY ACTIVIST FROM TERRE HAUTE, IN AND 
SIXTY FOUR OTHER GAY RIGHTS LEADERS INVOLVED WITH THE DEMOCRATIC 
PARTY IN SOME 25 CITIES FORMED THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF 
GAY AND LESBIAN DEMOCRATIC CLUB AT A NATIONAL CONFERENCE IN 
PHILADELPHIA ON JUNE 24, 

CHOOSING PHILADELPHIA AS A MEETING PLACE SO THEY COULD ALSO 
ATTEND THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY'S MID TERM CONFERENCE, HELD JUNE 25-27, 
MR. STOTLER AND OTHER PARTICIPANTS MET WITH FORMER VICE PRESIDENT 
WALTER MONDALE TO DISCUSS GAY RIGHTS ISSUES AND SUCCESSFULLY 
LOBBIED FOR THE PASSAGE OF THREE GAY RIGHTS AMENOMENTS TO AN 
OFFICIAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY STATEMENT ON "GOALS AND PRINCIPLES." 

STOTLER AND THE OTHER GAY REPRESENTATIVES WERE ALSO VISITED 
ЗҮ DEMOCRATIC PARTY CHAIRMAN CHARLES MANATT AND SENATOR ALAN 
CRANSTON, A OEMOCRATIC SENATOR FROM CALIFORNIA, BOTH OF WHOM 
GAVE BRIEF SPEECHES BEFORE THE GAY CONFERENCE. 

"OUR EFFORTS IN PHILADELPHIA WERE A MAJOR SUCCESS," SAID 
TOM CHORLTON, PRESIDENT OF THE GERTRUOE STEIN OEMOCRATIC CLUB 
AND THE NEWLY APPOINTED EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE NATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION, 

STOTLER SAID THE GROUP HAS ALREADY DEMONSTRATED SUCCESS BY 
ACHIEVING ONE OF ITS MAJOR GOALS: CREATION OF AN ORGANIZATION 
TO SERVE AS A SINGLE VOICE REPRESENTING GAYS BEFORE THE LEADERSHIP 
OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 

THOSE ATTENDING THE GAY CONFERENCE ALSO AGREED THE GROUP 
WILL ATTEMPT TO STRENGTHEN EFFORTS OF THE MORE THAN THREE DOZEN 
LOCAL GAY DEMOCRATIC CLUBS ACROSS THE COUNTRY, ENCOURAGE THE 
FORMATION OF NEW GAY DEMOCRATIC CLUBS, AND WORK TO INSURE THAT 
MORE POLITICIANS SUPPORTIVE OF GAY RIGHTS ARE ELECTED TO PUBLIC 
FICE. 

OF PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE, ORGANIZERS OF THE NEW GROUP SAIJ, 
«А5 MANATT'S APPEARANCE BEFORE THEIR CONFERENCE. IN A BRIEF 
sPEECH, THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY CHAIRMAN TOLD THE GROUF THE PARTY 
S COMMITTED TO ITS 1980 PLATFORM, WHICH CALLS FOR PROTECTION 
GAINST DISCRIMINATION BASED ON SEXUAL ORIENTATION, AND THE 
ARTY'S RECENTLY REVISED CHARTER, WHICH GUARANTEES FULL 
ARTICIPATION OF GAYS IN THE PARTY, 

MANATT SAID THAT BEING CHAIRMAN OF THE PARTY THAT HE INTENOED 
0 WORK CLOSELY WITH THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION ON THE FULL 
MPLEMENTATION OF THE GAY PROGRAM ANO ALL HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUES 
ACING THE AMERICAN PUBLIC, 

GWEN GRAIG, PRESIDENT OF THE HARVEY MILK GAY DEMOCRATIC 
-UB OF SAN FRANCISCO, AND PETER VOGEL, FORMER FOUR-TERM 
RESIDENT OF LAMBDA INDEPENDENT DEMOCRATS OF BROOKLYN, WERE 
-ECTED AS CO-CHAIRS OF THE NEW GAY GROUP. PARTICIPANTS ALSO 

CTED $IX REGIONAL VICE CHAIRS, FOUR AT-LARGE VICE CHAIRS, 
TREASURER AND SECRETARY. 

IN OTHER BUSINESS, STOTLER АМО OTHER MEMBERS OF THE NEW 
SSOCIATION VOTED TO AUTHORIZE THE ELECTED CO-CHAIRS TO DRAFT 
-LAWS WHICH WILL DEVISE A FORMULA FOR VOTING REPRESENTATION 
JONG MEMBER CLUBS. THE CO-CHAIRS WERE ALSO CHARGED WITH 
INALIZING INITIAL PLANS TO LIMIT VOTING PRIVILEGES TO GAY 
20UPS WILLING TO BE PUBLICLY IDENTIFIED WITH THE DEMOCRATIC 
ARTY. NON-PARTISAN GROUPS WILL BE GIVEN SPECIAL MEMBERSHIP 
ATUS. 


WITH INITIAL BUSINESS PERTAINING TO THE NEW ASSOCIATION 
4PLETED, GAY PARTICIPANTS TURNED THEIR ATTENTION TO THE 
AOCRATIC MID-TERM CONFERENCE WHICH WAS HELD AT PHILADELPHIA'S 
JIC CENTER. 

AT A POST CONFERENCE DINNER AT EQUIS, A POPULAR GAY BAR IN 
iLADELPHIA'S CENTER CITY, CONFERENCE PARTICIPANTS MANAGED 
RAISE $10,600 IN PLEDGES FOR THE NEW NATIONAL GROUP AT THE 
ЮОІМ» ОҒ LEE HARRINGTON, FORMER PRESIDENT OF HOUSTON'S GAY 
ITICAL CAUCUS AND MICHAEL STOTLER, PRESIDENT OF THE TERRE HAUTE 
S, LESBIANS, AND FRIENDS AND REPRESENTATIVE OF THE JUSTICE OF 
ЛАМА. 

MOST PARTICIPANTS OF THE GAY CONFERENCE SAID THEY LEFT THE 
GER PARTY CONFERENCE WITH AN OPTIMISTIC FEELING. GAY 
DCRATS SAID THEY WERE PLEASED THEIR VIEW DID PREVAIL IN THE 
OCRATIC PLATFORM, MIKE STEED, A COUSEL TO MANATT, 

D THAT THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY IS COMMITTED TO SUPPORT THE 

AN RIGHTS PROVISIONS OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY PLATFORM, 

ED ALSO COMMENTED THAT HE HOPED GAY DEMOCRATS HOPES THEY

Frightened Gaya turn to hospitals, but they don't receive much 
reaSuurance by the Associated Presa 


FRIGHTENED BY A LETHAL MYSTERY DISEASE THAT HAS KILLED 
MORE THAN 100 IN ІНЕ GAY COMMUNITY OF МЕМ YORK, HOMOSE XUALS 
ARE FLOODING, MEDICAL CLINICS AND HOSPITALS WITH QUESTIONS NO 
ONE CAN ANSWER. 

"THERE'S BEEN А LOT OF PANIC," SAYS OR, JOYCE WALLACE, 
A GREENWICH VILLAGE PHYSICIAN, HER PATIENTS IN THE LAST TWO 
YEARS HAVE INCLUDED SIX HOMOSEXUAL MEN WITH KAPOSI'S SARCOMA 
OR PNEUMOCYSTIS PHEUMONIA-TWO DISEASES THAT SET IN AFTER THE 
BOOY'S IMMUNE SYSTEM HAS BEEN WIPEO OUT BY AN UNKNOWN 
AGENT, THREE OF THEM HAVE DIED. 

ACOSS THE NATION, THERE HAVE BEEN 170 ОЕАТНЕЅ. АТ 
LEAST 70 PERCENT WERE HOMOSEXUALS.

ALTHOUGH THE MYSTERY KILLER HAS BEEN PRIMARILY LIMITED 
TO HOMDSEXUALS, DOCTORS ARE BEGINNING TO FIND CASES 
INVOLVING HETEPOSEXUALS, BUT THERE ARE INDICATIONS THE 
DISEASE 15 SOMEHOW TRANSMITTEO BY VICTIMS, AND THE GAY 


COMM NITY REMAINS A PRIME AREA OF MEDICAL INQUIRY. 

A CASE CONIRUL STUDY OF GAY VICTIMS LAST FALL INDICATED 
THAT VICTIMS HAD A LARGER NUMBER OF SEXUAL CONTACTS WITH 
ANONTMOUS PARTNERS АЮ A HISTORY OF SEXUALLY TRANSMITTED 
DISEASES. 

MEY ARE STUDYITa> THE EFFECTS OF DRUGS USED BY GAYS 
TO FEMANCE ОРАЛЫМ, AND HAVE EYAMIHED THE POSSIBILITY THAT 
FREQULNT BOUTS WITH VEHEPEAL DISEASE AMUNG GAYS MIGHT BREAK 
(«ММ THE BODY'S ABILITY TO FIGHT ILLINESS. 

"ІТ SHOWS. THAT THEPE IS A CERTAIN LIFESTYLE ASSOCIATED

SAYS DR. HAROLD JAFFE, DEPUTY DIRECTOR OF THE COC TASK FORCE. 

STILL, MRS. WALLACE SAYS SOME OF HER GAY PATIENTS ARE 
BEING CAUTIOUS. SOME WHO USED TO BE PROMISCUOUS "АРЕ 
LEADING A MUCH MORE QUIET LIFESTYLE," SHE SAYS. 

SEVERAL GAY PHYSICIANS HAVE FLOWN TO CENTERS FOR 
DISEASE CONTROL HEADQUARTERS AT ATLANTA, AT THEIR OWN 
EXPENSE, TO TALK WITH OR. JAMES CURRAN, HEAD OF THE COC 
TASK FORCE ON ІММЖЕ DEFICIENCY, AND LEARN MORE ABOUT 
TREATING ІНЕ DISEASE. 

"PEOPLE LOOK TO US А0 SAY: WHAT SHOULD МЕ DO FOR 
THESE PATIENTS? WELL, WE DON'T KNOW WHAT TO ОО," 

SAYS MARY GUINAN, A COC EPIDEMIOLOGIST FOR THE TASK 
FORCE. 

"WE CAN HELP THEM TREAT THE INFECTION, BUT WE CAN'T 
DO ANYTHING ABOUT THAT IMMUME DEFICIENCY. OUR BEST HOPE 15 
TO TRY TO KEEP THESE PATIENTS INFECTION FREE WITH 
THE HOPE THAT WE'LL FIGURE OUT HOW FO REPAIR THEIR IMMUNE 
SYSTEM." 

"IT'S VERY DEPRESSING," SAYS DR. ALVIN FRIEDMAN KLIEN 
OF THE NEW YORK UNIVERSITY MEDICAL CENTER. "OUR GAY PATIENTS 
OFTEN FEEL THEY'RE BEING PUNISHED FOR THEIR SEXUAL 
PREFERENCE, ,. THAT. THEY'RE BEING TORMENTED BY THIS STRANGE 
NEW DISEASE."

THE IMMUNE SYSTEM 15 MADE UP OF ANTIBODIES AND WHITE 
200 CELLS, CALLED LYMPHOCYTES, WHICH WORK TOGETHER IN 
YS STILL NOT UNDERSTOOD BY THE HEALTH PROFESSION, 

NO ONE HAD SEEN SUCH A SPONTANEOUS ATTACK ON THE IMMUNE 
3TEM, ОҒ A HEALTHY PERSON IN MID-LIFE, "МЕ HAD NEVEP 
EN THIS PROBLEM IN NATURE BEFORE," SAID DR, MARY GUINAN, 
ZOC EPIDEMIOLOGIST. 

THE MYSTERY STORY BEGAN LAST JUNE WHEN DR, MICHAEL 
TLIEB OF UCLA REPORTED FIVE CASES OF PNEUMOCYSTIS IN 
‘NG HOMOSEXUAL MEN ІМ LOS ANGELES. ALL EVENTUALLY DIED. 

THEN SEVERAL OTHER LOS ANGELES PHYSICIANS SAID THEY 

SEEN YOUNG HOMOSEXUALS WITH SEVERE CASES OF KAPOSI'S 
OME, A RARELY FATAL SKIN CANCER THAT PREVIOUSLY HAD 
ЕСТЕО ONLY ELDERLY PEOPLE. 

DR. ALVIN FRIEDMAN-KIEN, OF NEW. YORK UNIVERSITY MEDICAL 
ТЕА, CALLED THE CDC TO REPORT HIS COLLEAGUES HAD SEEN 
4T CASES ОҒ KAPOSI'S IN HOMOSEXUAL MEN IN THE PREVIOUS 
R. 
KAPOSI'S AND PNEUMOCYSTIS WERE LINKED FROM THE 
INNING; 20 PERCENT OF THE PATIENTS HAD KAPOSI'S AND 
UMOCYSTIS AT THE SAME TIME AND BOTH DISEASES WERE 
OCIATED WITH DEFECTS [N THE IMMUNE SYSTEM, TESTS 
FIRMED THE IMMUNE DEFICIENCY. 


PHYSICIANS FROM NEW YORK, SAN FRANCISCO ANO LOS ANGELOS 
AN REPORTING CASES, AND THE NUMBER SWELLED TO 26. A

The Editor’s Space 


The US National Gay Task Force 
(NGTF ) has so far failed to respond 
to the angry reaction of Toronto's 
Right to Privacy Committee and a 
TBP editorial protesting the 
election of Jack Campbell to the 
post of NGIF Treasurer. 

Campbell, a major shareholder in 
the Club Bath Chain, pleaded guilty 
to conspiracy charges resulting 
from Toronto's 1981 bath raids. The 
guilty plea was a shock to the 
city's gay community and Carmpbell's 
co-accused. 

"Campbell's actions have done 
irreparable батеде to our struggle 
in Canada," said RTPC's Graham 
Crawford. The guilty plea was used 
by police to justify the raids and 
was cited in the Commons justice 
committee as a reason not to appeal 
the bawdyhouse laws. 

When a November 9th letter to 
the NGTF wasn't answered, the КТРС 


all of the people | have come in 
contact with, and of more than half 
of them, are proper, respectable, 
honest, hardworking, upstanding 
senior citizens, wall worthy of any 
respect due to them.
